Safety fears after a lorry 
crashes into front of shop

PART of a Polish delicatessan was 
at risk of collapsing after a lorry 
crashed into it, according to police. 

The crash happened at about 
11.15am last Thursday in Church- 
gate Street, Soham. 

A large truck struck the side of the 
shop on the corner of the street af¬ 
ter turning from nearby White Hart 
Lane. 

Police cordoned off the road and 
surrounding area while officers ush¬ 
ered people away from the scene. 

A structural engineer was called 
out after debris was left strewn 
across the street, with a large chunk 
of the shop’s frontage missing. 

Men in hard hats were seen climb¬ 
ing a ladder to inspect the damage 
to the building. 

A spokesman for Cambridgeshire 
Constabulary said: “A lorry crashed 
into a house in Churchgate Street, 
Soham, at about 11.15am. 

“No one was injured but part of 
the building is at risk of collapse so 
a structural engineer was needed.” 

The police spokesman later con¬ 


firmed that no arrests had been 
made following the crash. 

A neighbour living nearby 
claimed it was the third time such 
a crash had happened in just a fort¬ 


night. The neighbour, who did not 
want to be named, told the News : 
“The sat nav sends them down here 
and they don’t really read the signs. 
“God knows why there’s so many 


lorries when we have the bypass. I 
appreciate they have to make deliv¬ 
eries.” 

The owners of the shop declined 
to comment.

Missing Corrie's 
dad talks about 
his 'nightmare' 

CORRIE McKeague's dad has spoken of the 
anguish he has felt since his son went missing 
a year ago. 

He told the News that the year spent not 
knowing what happened to his son has been a 
"nightmare". 

Martin McKeague spent the night in Bury 
St Edmunds to mark the anniversary of 
the disappearance of the 23-year-old RAF 
serviceman, who was last seen at 3.25am on 
September 24, 2016. 

He said: "It has been tough for us all, 
there's no getting away from that - tough for 
everybody connected to us. 

"My wife has been a rock for me, she has 
helped me through this unbelievably hard 
time. 

"It has been a nightmare not having closure, 
not knowing where Corrie is." 

Mr McKeague said: "We've viewed all the 
CCTV footage there is of him and the last 
sighting they have is at 3.25am. 

"The evidence the police have says he 
ended up in the landfill, that is the strongest 
line of inquiry. But the police don't have all 
the answers because we haven't found Corrie 
yet." 

Mr McKeague hoped he might gain 
information about Corrie's disappearance 
during his trip to Bury St Edmunds. 

He said: "There is still every possibility that 
somebody knows something and hasn't come 
forward. There are people who don't read the 
papers or don't look on the internet. 

"Someone disappearing without any trace 
just doesn't make any sense in this day and 
age."

NEWMARKET Nights will no 
longer be selling children’s 
tickets after a furore over a 
Little Mix concert this sum¬ 
mer. 

Tens of thousands of peo¬ 
ple were at the evening race 
meeting at the Adnams July 
Course in June, which also 
saw families with young chil¬ 
dren attend to see the pop 
group.

A comment thread on 
Facebook after the concert 
attracted hundreds of com¬ 
ments with many saying 
their children had been left 
traumatised and injured. 

Newmarket Racecourse 
said the event had been ad¬ 
vertised as racing plus mu¬ 
sic, but committed to review 
the event. 

Amy Starkey, managing 
director of Newmarket Race¬ 
courses, said: “Having com¬ 
pleted another summer on 
the July Course, we are now 
in the process of reviewing 
and evolving the offering to 
2018 to ensure that we are 
continuously improving cus¬ 


tomer experience. 

“Based on customer feed¬ 
back, specifically regard¬ 
ing our Newmarket Nights 
events, they will have im¬ 
provements made in terms 
of customer experience and 
the terms and conditions of 
entry.” 

Ms Starkey added: “One 
of the changes to be imple¬ 
mented will be that children’s 
tickets will not be available 
for any evening music event 
next year. But the changes 
will include the renaming of 
the Family Enclosure to the 
Garden Enclosure. 

“Insight in the form of 
feedback from our custom¬ 
ers this year has been par¬ 
ticularly helpful in looking to 
improve the on course expe¬ 
rience.

THE mother of Corrie McKeague on 
Sunday retraced the last-known steps 
of her son one year on from the night 
he went missing. 

The 23-year-old airman disap¬ 
peared on September 24 last year af¬ 
ter a night out with friends in Bury St 
Edmunds. 

Supported by Corrie’s brothers, 
Makeyan and Darroch, mum Nicola 
Urquhart walked her son’s final route 
through the town and recounted the 
details of his final movements.

activities the night he went missing 
and answered questions from mem¬ 
bers of the public. 

Many supporters shared words of 
encouragement and embraced Cor- 
rie’s mother, while others brought 
gifts for the family. 

Paul and Julie Stammers, whose 
son is an ex-serviceman, travelled 
up from their home in Kent to show 
their support for Corrie’s family. 

“We wanted to go and have a look 
to see the route that he was on and 
show support to Nicola and the 
boys,” said Paul. 

“I could just see my son being in 
the same position. Somebody just 
doesn’t disappear off the planet. 
There’s got to be answers some¬ 
where.” 

Mother-of-two Rebecca Watts, 
of Burwell, also followed Nicola 
through the streets of Bury St Ed¬ 
munds. 

“I’ve got two boys so it really reso¬ 
nates with me,” she said. 

“Someone knows where he is. It’s 
really a case of reminding people he’s 
missing.” 

The crowd of supporters were 
taken from the Flex nightclub on St 
Andrews Street South, where Corrie 
was separated from his friends, and 


past Pizza Mamma Mia in St An¬ 
drews Street North where he bought 
takeaway food. 

The airman was then caught on 
CCTV walking on to Brentgovel 
Street near The Grapes pub, eating 
his food, before he took a nap for 
about two hours in the doorway of 
Hughes Electrical Store nearby. 

Corrie walked past the junction of 
St Johns Street to a refuse collection 
area behind Greggs, known as the 
horseshoe area. 

Corrie’s brother Makeyan, said he 
was “extremely grateful” to all the 
people who had shown support to 
his family over the past year. 

“These people - we need them,” 
he said. “Their support keeps things 
moving. 

“The main goal is to try and get 
people to think about Corrie and 
that night to try and see if someone 
remembers something. 

Makeyan said it was a “difficult” 
day, but he trying to “stay positive.” 

Alongside the walkabout, police 
officers leading the investigation 
into Corrie’s disappearance set up 
a ‘police pod’ in town for people to 
view CCTV footage of the airman’s 
final steps. 

Following her tour of Corrie’s 


last route Nicola said she was feel¬ 
ing “much better” than she had 
expected. 

“This morning I felt sick about 
having to walk around this route on 
this day. I wasn’t looking forward to 
it, but I’m so glad we’ve done it. 

“We’ve been thinking about this 
for months, of what to do. Nothing 
felt right. I didn’t want to simply re¬ 
member Corrie today. 

“We wanted to do something posi¬ 
tive. It’s about doing something pro¬ 
active.” 

Since Corrie’s disappearance, girl¬ 
friend April Oliver has given birth to 
his daughter Ellie-Louise. 

Nicola said her granddaughter’s 
arrival had given the family “a future 
to look forward to”. 

“She’s part of Corrie,” she ex¬ 
plained. “We can see Corrie in her. 
It’s given us a future that still in¬ 
cludes Corrie. 

“Something has happened to Cor¬ 
rie, we just need to find out what 
happened. We’re still desperately 
looking for information. It’s about 
making people know the facts. 

“He’s somewhere and I can’t see 
how we’re not going to get that final 
link at some point. 

“I won’t stop trying until we do.”

Women and 
heart disease 

THIS September is 'Women and 
Heart Disease Awareness Month' at 
the British Heart Foundation (BHF), 
a cause I feel extremely passionate 
about. 

On September 20 I was officially 
announced as a BHF Ambassador, 
marking the occasion by spending 
the morning at The William Harvey 
Heart Centre, Queen Mary University 
of London, where the BHF funds life 
saving heart research.

It is estimated that globally around 
76,000 pregnant women die each 
ear from pre-eclampsia and related 
ypertensive disorders. 

While at Queen Mary's I also met 
various women who are fighting a 
daily battle with heart disease. These 
women included Bina Ghelani and 
her baby Aarya. Bina was diagnosed 
with pre-eclampsia when she was 
32 weeks pregnant with Aarya. 
Thankfully they both made a full 
recovery but this is something no 
family should have to face. 

It's a very sad reality that coronary 
heart disease remains the UK's single 
biggest killer. It kills twice as many 
women as breast cancer. In the 
East of England there are 660,000 
people alone living a daily battle 
with cardiovascular disease. 14,400 
lives are lost every year in the East of 
England because of these devastating 
conditions. 

But there is hope. The BHF 
currently funds 101 research projects 
at Institutions across the East of 
England to help fight this heartless 
disease.

The action is in response to 
disputes over the role of guards 
opening doors on trains, with the rail 
union warning driver-only operated 
trains could put passengers at risk. 

Mick Cash, RMT general secretary, 
said workers had been left with "no 
alternative". 

He said: "Greater Anglia has been 
given every opportunity to give a 
guarantee on the future role of the 
guard on its services. 

"It has failed to do so and that left 
us with no alternative but to move 
to a ballot in the interests of rail 
safety." 

The walkouts come after the 
operator announced plans to roll 
out brand new trains, complete with 
WiFi, USB ports and underfloor 
heating. 

The £1.4 billion investment 
includes trains operational across 
Cambridgeshire from 2019 onwards. 

Richard Dean, train service 
delivery director at Greater Anglia, 
said: "We're keen to talk to the RMT 
to try to resolve the issues involved 
and to avert industrial action." 


Fast food restaurant given 
one star hygiene rating 


A FAST food restaurant has 
been given a low food hygiene 
rating of one after concerns 
over food contamination. 

New Chilli Hut in Newmar¬ 
ket was given the poor Food 
Standards Agency rating by 
Forest Heath District Council 
on June 20. 

The rating, which is out of 
five, means that a major im¬ 
provement is necessary. 

The fast food restaurant 
was warned that the way it 
was handling its food could 
lead to contamination - al¬ 
though no incidents of people 
falling ill were reported in the 
council’s letter. 

The toilet opened directly 
into a room where food was 
being handled. 

The inspector also noted 
that a member of staff had not 
undergone any food hygiene 
training. 

“Kebab meat was being 
stored uncovered in the chest

freezer,” the letter said. “This 
could lead to possible con¬ 
tamination. 

“Food should be kept cov¬ 
ered and cooked/ready to eat 
foods stored separately and 
above any raw foods, 
particularly if these 
might drip.” 

In the letter sent 
to the restaurant’s 
management, the 
food safety officer 
pointed out a num¬ 
ber of flaws. 

There were a couple 
of instances of food being left 
in conditions that could have 
led to “contamination”. 

Apart from kebab meat be¬ 
ing stored uncovered, open 
cans were being stored in the 
refrigerator. 

The report read: “You are 


not advised to store food in 
cans once they have been 
opened as the metal may re¬ 
act with the food and the air 
and cause contamination. I 
recommend you store food in 
suitable plastic containers.” 

The inspector added that 
toilets must not open directly 
into a room where food was 
handled and prepared. 
The report said: 
“Arrangements 
must be made not 
to use this room 
for food handling 
or to install a lobby 
between the toilet 
and the food room.” 
The ceiling in the 
takeaway had open access to 
the roof. 

The inspector said that 
any gaps and holes to exter¬ 
nal doors, windows, pipes, 
drains, and so on, must be 
filled or covered with a solid, 
durable material in order to 
“minimise pest entry points” 
into food preparation and 
storage areas. 

The fast food restaurant has 
not been given another in¬ 
spection yet. New Chilli Hut, 
also known as Chilli Hut, is 
within its rights to ask for an 
urgent inspection to amend 
its rating, but has not done so. 

Chilli Hut was contacted at 
the time of publication.

MP slams 'deeply frustrating' mess left

Top officer who admitted 
misconduct set to keep job 



A SENIOR police officer who tried to 
influence a promotion process is set 
to keep his job after a misconduct 
panel recommended he receive a 
written warning. 

Naveed Malik, assistant chief 
constable (ACC) at Cambridgeshire 
police admitted gross misconduct 
after ordering another police officer, 
who has not been named, to call a 
colleague ahead of a promotion 
process and tell them “topics for the 
interview” for a chief inspector role. 

Two days of proceedings ended 
yesterday after ACC Malik was re¬ 
ported by his colleague, an un¬ 
named inspector. 

QC Dorian Lovell-Pank gave 
the recommendation on behalf of 
the panel, who decided ACC Ma¬ 
lik should receive a formal written 
warning as a result of his behaviour. 

He said: “It is a harsh fact of life 
as we all know that the higher you 
climb the harder you fall. 

“In your 27 years of service, you 
have not only proudly succeeded 
your father in the police but you 
yourself have risen to high and well- 
deserved seniority. 

“You are one of the highest-ranking 
police officers in this country and we 
are all aware of the esteem with which

you are held in the police service and 
the wider public, particularly in the 
Muslim and BME community. 

“But we feel we have not had a full 
explanation of why you interfered 
with the promotion process as you 
did. We have been told that what you 
did was an error of judgement as to 
the limits of the mentoring process. 

“And yet, everyone else involved 
immediately recognised that what 
you did could give rise to an unfair 
advantage. 

“This for us as a panel is the most 
troubling aspect of your actions. 

“Having said that, it’s important to 
note that at all times you have fully 
co-operated with the investigation. 
From the outset you have accepted 
that you were at fault. 

“We have been told that the ap¬ 
propriate authority has considered 
very carefully your position and 
does not consider it necessary that 
you be dismissed. 

“We are told and accept your dis¬ 
missal would be a loss to the force 
and to policing generally. 

“The public is entitled to have a 


police force it can trust and rightly 
expects that those officers who fall 
short be brought to book and dealt 
with in an appropriate fashion.” 

QC Lovell-Pank said the panel’s 
recommendation will be sent in 
writing to Deputy Chief Constable 


Alan Baldwin who is set to announce 
a formal decision about ACC Malik’s 
future today. 

He also commended the actions 
of the member of staff up for promo¬ 
tion and the inspector who reported 
ACC Malik to the chief constable.

Complaints against 
police on the increase 



THE number of allegations against 
Cambridgeshire police has risen by 
more than 150 in a single year - and 
the overall number of complaints is 
also on the increase. 

The figures have been revealed 
in the latest Independent Police 
Complaints Commission (IPCC) 
report, which presents figures on 
complaints and allegations record¬ 
ed about the police in England and 
Wales in 2016/17. 

These complaints, made by 
members of the public, relate to the 
conduct of people serving with the 
police, or to the direction and con¬ 
trol of a police force. There can be 
a number of allegations within any 
single complaint. 

According to the report, Cam¬ 
bridgeshire police had 367 com¬ 
plaints in 2015/2016, with 90 per 
cent recorded by officers within 10 
working days. 

This number rose to 383 com¬ 
plaints in 2016/2017, with 91 per 
cent recorded by officers within 10 
working days. 

The number of allegations dealt 
with by Cambridgeshire police 
rose considerably, from 751 in

2015/2016 to 909 in 2016/2017. 

Of the allegations recorded in 
2016/2017, 197 were dealt with 
by an investigation, 42 were with¬ 
drawn, 20 were dealt with ‘by disap- 
plication’, four were discontinued 
and 536 were dealt with by local 
resolution. 

In response to the report, Detec¬ 
tive Superintendent Amanda Bell, 
head of the Bedfordshire, Cam¬ 
bridgeshire and Hertfordshire Pro¬ 
fessional Standards Department 
(PSD), said: “It is always disap¬ 
pointing when somebody is un¬ 
happy with the service they have 
received or how they feel they have 
been treated by a police officer or a 
member of staff. 

“We take complaints very seri¬ 
ously and will always listen to and 
take heed of those who come for¬ 
ward to report any dissatisfaction 
or wrongdoing. 

“While there has been an increase 
in the number of complaints re¬ 
ceived by Cambridgeshire police, it 


is encouraging to know that mem¬ 
bers of the public feel confident in 
reporting concerns to us. 

“We want the public and our own 
employees to feel confident about 
raising concerns about the conduct 
of our officers and staff. 

“We will always ensure that com¬ 
plaints are considered in line with 
the current complaint system and 
comply with the guidance from the 
Independent Police Complaints 
Commission to ensure our record¬ 
ing regime is open and transparent. 

“Where necessary and appropri¬ 
ate, officers and staff will be held to 
account. It is also very important 
that both individuals and the force 
learn from any mistakes that have 
been made. 

“Her Majesty’s Inspectorate of 
Constabulary (HMIC) are content 
with our recording of public com¬ 
plaints and have praised the integ¬ 
rity with which this is conducted. 
They were also pleased and content 
with the proportion of complaints 
that we seek to deal with by means 
of local resolution.” 

Overall, police forces across the 
country recorded a total of 34,103 


complaint cases in 2016/17 - a 
number similar to 2015/16. 

In 2016/17, the number of alle¬ 
gations nationwide recorded de¬ 
creased by one per cent - with a 
total of 63,752 allegations recorded. 

Statistical bulletins from the 
IPCC are released four times a year 
for every police force. 

The IPCC report on complaints 
states: “How police complaints are 
handled continues to evolve and 
will change considerably in the 
coming year. 

“These changes include the in¬ 
creased involvement of police and 
crime commissioners, who will 
have a direct statutory role in the 
handling of non-chief officer po¬ 


lice complaints, and the significant 
reshaping of the police complaints 
system by the Government. 

“Complaint levels cannot be used 
as indicators of levels of satisfaction 
with the police service. 

“An increase or decrease in num¬ 
bers can be influenced by a variety 
of reasons that include addressing 
matters outside the formal com¬ 
plaints system; local initiatives to 
encourage access; and an emphasis 
on recording all complaints 

“An increase in the number of 
complaints can, therefore, reflect 
positive measures to improve 
complainants’ access to the com¬ 
plaint system or better recording 
processes.”

THE COUNTY COUNCIL’S PROPOSALS 


THERE is a “lack of clear evidence” 
to support proposals to scrap 19 
dedicated children’s centres across 
Cambridgeshire in a bid to save 
£1 million, according to Cambridge 
City Council. 

The city council has formally re¬ 
sponded to a public consultation 
on Cambridgeshire County Coun¬ 
cil’s proposed review of children’s 
centre services, which includes the 
potential closure of four children’s 
centres in Cambridge. 

A public consultation is currently 
under way regarding plans to “rede¬ 
sign” children’s services in a bid to 
help reach more families across the 
county. 

Currently, there are 40 designated 
children’s centres across the coun¬ 
ty, delivered by the county council, 
schools and voluntary organisa¬ 
tions. 

Listening to the views of local 
people, Cllr Richard Johnson, Cam¬ 
bridge City Council’s executive 
councillor for communities, has 
sent a letter to the county council 
after, which outlines the city coun¬ 
cil’s formal response to proposals. 

The letter stresses the council’s

views that: 

• Children’s centres play an im¬ 
portant role in ensuring families 
and children in Cambridge can 
thrive and have the best start 

• There is a lack of clear evidence 
in the consultation paper to sup¬ 
port the rationale for the proposals 

• The impact of the proposals on 
communities, groups and areas of 
Cambridge, in particular those with 
high needs, is not clear 

• More detail is required on how 
crucial services would be provided 
following any proposed changes - 
changes that may include the clo¬ 
sure of children’s centres - before 
final decisions are made. 

Cllr Johnson said: “I acknowledge 
the financial pressure that Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council, like 
all local authorities, is under due to 
reductions in central grant funding 
from government. 

“Nevertheless, it is paramount 
the needs of families and children 
are met in the city. 

“Given the lack of a clear and 


robust evidence base to justify the 
proposals, the public may conclude 
that the suggested closure of cen¬ 
tres, and absence of information as 
to how services will be provided if 
those centres close, will ultimately 
have a negative impact on those 
families and children who currently 
use them.” 

A petition, launched previously, 
calling for a full council debate on 
the issue, has now gathered more 
than 3,000 signatures - the amount 
needed to trigger the debate. 

The campaign received a boost 
recently when Lib Dem leader Sir 
Vince Cable visited Romsey Mill. 

In response to the city council’s 
claims, a spokesman for Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council said: 
“Our proposals are about making 
sure every child thrives in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire. We want people to 
access services where they live 
when they need them most, and 
our plans will create a flexible ap¬ 
proach, which prioritises services 
over buildings. 

“Our flexible approach will in¬ 
volve a range of services, including 
family and child centres, zones and 


AT present, there are 40 designated 
children’s centres across the 
county delivered by the county 
council, schools and voluntary 
organisations. 

The county council is planning to 
“change the use, or re-designate” 

19 children’s centre buildings 
across Cambridgeshire to provide 
additional early years provision. 
Council chiefs instead hope 
to create a network of 10 
‘Children and Family Centres’ 
over 15 sites across the five 
districts - Cambridge City, South 
Cambs, East Cambridgeshire, 
Huntingdonshire and Fenland. 

A council agenda document reads: 
“We are proposing that some 
children’s centres would no longer 
be needed as children’s centres. 
“We would look to re-designate 

outreach activities supported by 
an effective online offer, and this 
will help us meet the challenge of 
providing adaptable services for a 
growing county. 

“All consultation feedback will be 


these spaces to meet other needs 
of families in the area, including 
childcare provision, community use 
and, wherever possible, ongoing 
pop-up provision.” 

Cambridge Children’s centres 
that could be ‘redesignated’ in the 
city include Romsey Mill, Fawcett, 
Homerton and Cherry Hinton. 

In South Cambridgeshire, 
designated sites that could be 
scrapped include Caldecote, 
Bassingbourn, Linton, Histon, Bar 
Hill and Papworth. 

In East Cambridgeshire, 
redesignated sites include Sutton 
and Bottisham. 

And in Huntingdonshire, designated 
sites which could be scrapped 
include Brampton, Godmanchester, 
Sawtry (infant school site), Farcet 
and Somersham.

Appeal for women 
to join firefighters 


WOMEN and other under-repre¬ 
sented groups are being invited to 
have a go at firefighting activities 
as part of a myth busting event to 
demonstrate what it takes to be a 
modern day firefighter. 

Cambridgeshire Fire and Rescue 
Service (CFRS) is putting on two 
‘Have A Go’ events on Friday, Octo¬ 
ber 13 and Saturday, October 14, to 
encourage more women and peo¬ 
ple from a variety of backgrounds 
to consider firefighting as a career. 

There are believed to be just 28 fe¬ 
male firefighters working for CFRS 
(including both whole time and on 
call staff) out of approximately 300 
to 400 members of operational staff 
- a figure of less than 10 per cent. 

The event at Huntingdon Fire 
Station will run over two days and 
will be split into two sessions each 
day - 8.30am until midday and 
12.30pm until 4pm, with the Friday 
morning and Saturday afternoon 
sessions being for women only. 

Hannah Archdeacon, who has 
been a firefighter for nine years, 
said she attended a Have A Go 
event in Fondon before she joined 
and it made her realise she could 
actually do the job.

She added: “I’d been concerned 
about my upper body strength, 
which is usually where many wom¬ 
en struggle. 

“But I could do the tests - just! 

“I knew that with some concen¬ 
trated training at the gym I would 
be fine. I applied, got in and I love it! 
If you’re determined, you can do it. 

“My advice would be come along 
and have a go. I’ll be at the events 
with other female firefighters and 
we’ll happily talk to you honestly 
about the job. 

“It’s by no means glamorous, but 
it is so rewarding and I feel so proud 
to put the uniform on at the start of 
each shift. There aren’t many jobs 
that will give you that feeling.” 

Those signing up can try out 
some of the activities that a fire¬ 
fighter needs to be able to do, meet 
those who do the job and look at 
some of the equipment used in the 
role. 

Faura Marshall, recruitment 
manager at CFRS, said: “There are 
still many myths around the role 


and what it takes to be a firefighter; 
such as being a certain height, it be¬ 
ing a job for the boys or needing big 
brawny muscles. 

“But the truth is, none of these 
are true. 

“The fire service has been 
through significant modernisa¬ 
tion over the years and the role 
has changed considerably, as have 
the people that do the job now. 

“Being a firefighter isn’t just about 
putting out fires and attending oth¬ 
er emergencies, in fact that’s only a 
small part of what firefighters do. 

“Much more of the time is now 
spent out in the local commu¬ 
nity, in schools, visiting people at 
home and giving fire safety talks to 
groups. 

“We are out in the community 
every day. 

“Having a workforce that is more 
representative of the communities 
we serve will help us to engage bet¬ 
ter and help keep people safer in 
their homes.”

castle. It's jaw-droppingly good and 
the food simple and plentiful. It's 
quick service at lunch but incredibly 
popular so, if you want your prince 
or princess to experience it, best 
book as soon as reservations are 
open - 180 days before your hoiliday 
starts. 

No visit to the Magic Kingdom 
would be complete without witness¬ 
ing its night-time show of fireworks 
and projections played out against 
the backdrop of the castle. 

Happily Ever After is new this 
year, an interweaving of stories, 
clips and music. It's also lump-in- 
throat good. 

Being a journalist I asked how

much the fireworks cost. I was told, 
in true Disney style, you can't put a 
price on happiness. 

Neither can you put a price on a 
great lunch after a hard morning 
enjoying yourself Soarin' Around 
the World at Epcot. 

It's a well-established ride that's 
had an impressive reboot, a 
multi-passenger flight simulator 
which takes you on a thrilling aerial 
tour of the globe. 

Back on firm ground, our party 
stopped off in Japan for something 
to eat in the guise of Teppan Edo. 
Here, food was prepared tradition¬ 
ally just inches away from diners on 
a table side grill, our chef bringing 
drama and excitement courtesy of 
some sharp knives and sharper 
banter. 

I'm not hugely familiar with 
Japanese food but this was spectacu¬ 
lar. Little wonder some of the best 
Japanese chefs in the world work 
here but, again, demand is high and 
it's worth checking out the menu in 
advance to know what you're 
spending - another advantage to 
being on the Disney Dining plan.

It's 60m high. It's in the dark. And 
you drop like a stone - again and 
again.

My stomach had settled just

The massive 
outdoor complex combines retail 
heaven with great bars, restaurants 
and entertainment.

Boma, though, was one of my 
favourites and made for a varied and 
interesting breakfast. Satu’lil 
Canteen meanwhile in The World of 
Avatar offered quick, efficient 
service and some great salads - 
perfect to load up on ahead of the 
park’s new after dark entertainment, 
Rivers of Light. 

The show combines live perfor¬ 
mance, floating set pieces, music 
and water. It was the perfect end to a 
trip which had made me wiser about 
the Dining Plan and the diversity 
and value it offers as well as 
reminding me just how special a 
Disney holiday can be. 

Mind you, I was also returning 
slightly heavier than when I left 
thanks to the fantastic food I'd tried. 

Time to cut out that spoonful of 
sugar. Sorry Mary.

I went straight from a 
kids' book to writing an 
adult stand-up show 
that's a gear changf 


D ARA O'BRIAIN loves the 
unusual, the quirky, the 
absurd - and this is clearly 
demonstrated in his first 
children's book, Beyond 
The Sky, about the weird and 
wonderful world of space. 

Unlike other comedians who 
have written books for children - 
David Walliams, Russell Brand, 
Julian Clary and Adrian 
Edmondson spring to mind - Dara 
has followed a different course, 
amusing nine- to 12-year-olds and 
curious adults with this dip-in treat 
of fabulous facts which should have 
the kids - and adults - laughing out 
loud. 

Did you know, for instance, that 
the European country astronauts 
always recognised at night was 
Belgium because it had a law that 
every road must be lit at night? 

Or that Russian astronauts used 
to urinate on their transfer bus 
tyres before boarding their rockets? 

These, and a host of other 
interesting facts about space, 
planets, astronauts and the stars, 
are featured in the book. 

Dara, 45, who is currently writing 
material for a forthcoming 
mammoth stand-up tour, says he 
didn't try the space material out on 
his own kids. 

“I never even thought of doing it 
for the same reason I don't try out 
new material on my wife,'' he says. 

"As a comedy performer you 
don't try out your jokes on the 
person nearest to you, because it 
wears them down and puts tension 
in the house." 

The book may at first sight seem 
a lighthearted look at space, but the 
fast-talking Irishman is a 
heavyweight when it comes to 
science. He studied mathematical 
physics at University College 
Dublin and yet gave up the chance 
of an academic career for stand-up 
comedy, which then 
expanded into TV 
presenting, hosting 
topical panel shows 
like Mock The Week 
as well as The 
Apprentice spin¬ 
off show,

As TV presenter and comedian Dara 
O'Briain launches his first book for 
children, he talks to HANNAH 
STEPHENSON about his 
fascination with space, and reveals 
why he chose comedy as a career 



scientific career? 

"It was the sheer thrill 
of performance. It 
turned out, to my 
surprise, that I was a 
trouper, I wanted to be in 
front of an audience, 
which was a major 
surprise to me, because I 
wasn't a class clown or 
anything. 

"I stood in front of an 
audience at university 
doing debating and the 
laughs just created a surge inside. 

"Suddenly the dialogue felt good 
and created a rush. I still feel that 
now, but it takes more effort - three 
to six months of writing a two-hour 
show, but it’s a more substantial 
kind of a feeling now. 

"I still get fidgety sitting in a 
theatre, and think I'd rather be in 
front of this crowd than in this 
crowd. That's a performer's thing." 

In the six-month gap between 
tours, he admits he becomes 
restless. 

"I'm happy to portray this as an 
appalling need for 
validation. I haven't 
been told T love you' 
by strangers in a 
while, so I have to 
get out in front of a 
crowd." 

Yet he still gets 
nervous

before a show. 

"You write the stuff 
when you are nervous 
and your brain goes 
into a different mode 
of flinging ideas out, 
so a lot of the show is 
predominantly written 
in previews, where 
you are standing in 
front of an audience 
with a half-formed 
idea. 

"There's no risk 

when you’re sitting in a room with 
a piece of paper. But you have to 
stand in front of an audience at a 
gig with that piece of paper and an 
audience will quickly tell you if it's 
funny or not. 

"It's a strange process driven by 
failure and fear, and your brain 
panicking and delivering 
something funnier in 
the moment. 

"But you do get 
better at writing it, 
and develop a skill 
for it, like any 
writer." 

He may be 
reaching out to 
youngsters with this 
book, but he's given 
talks on stargazing at 
schools, including his 
own children's school, so he's fairly 
familiar with his audience. 

Switching from writing for 
children to writing for adults wasn't 
too arduous, he reflects. 

"I went straight from the book to 
writing a grown-up stand-up show. 

"That's a gear change. But when 
you start gigging, you have time to 
do other things - and I was a kids' 
TV presenter for a couple of years. 

"I used to do the live kids’ 
programme at 5pm on RTE and 


then hopped on a train to Cork to 
host a comedy club. Your brain 
switches from one to the other." 

The stand-up tour material is 
getting there, slowly, he says, and 
will feature Brexit - although he's 
steering clear of US President 
Donald Trump and North Korea. 

"When you're writing a stand-up 
show, you're writing it for a 
two-year tour. The same show will 
finish in Oslo in 2019 or in 
Melbourne in 2020. You can't do 
this week's Trump story. The 
subjects have to be strong enough 
to withstand being told 150 times. 

"Jokes which are funny the first 
60 times may become boring by the 
61st time. It's amazing how much 
stuff you shed over the course of a 
tour. You expand on material and 
find things within it which are 
different. 

"What might have 
once been a one-line 
observation 
becomes a longer 
piece with a 
I jumping-off point 
in it." 

He's hoping to do 
another series of 
BBC2's Stargazing 
next year and is 
hosting another Robot 
Wars, but his The 
Apprentice: You're Fired! days - he 
left the show in 2014 - are definitely 
behind him. 

"I did five years and I'm very 
happy to hand it over to someone 
else. It was a fun show to do, but 
you can interview enough people 
in shiny suits who want to be on 
The Apprentice, and I think I had 
my fill with 84 of them."
